Newton: Yes, that's my burden. I can't - so far I haven't been able to do 
it to such degree that I won't be booed off the stage. (...) I think that 
one way is to use example after example of practical things to show how 
dialectics work. But the reason that I'm afraid to do that, you run into 
the risk of the people who are listening will take each example and the 
actual ideology of the system, and they'll think, well, if this is true 
than it's true in all other cases. They'll become historical materialists 
like all - not all, but most of the Marxists scholars are, and most of the 
Marxist parties are, you see. They don't deal in dialectics at all, or else 
they would know that at this time that the revolutionary banner will not be 
carried by the proletarian class, you see.

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(...) People are afraid. So I don't recognize really a black bourgeoisie as 
different from any other exploited people, just as I would - I can only say 
that they subjectively - or their mental attitude as to how they relate to 
the objective might be out of line. They might be living in a fantasy, you 
see. So the main thing is consciousness to instil, to teach, to point out 
their real interests, their objective or true interests, just as we have to 
do in a white community and we ask our white progressive and radical 
friends to do their job because that's their job really to do that at this 
point. (...) But at this point we have to deal with the fact that it's very 
difficult for us to penetrate communities and certain universities, because 
of the racism, you see. So we have to deal with things the way they really 
are.

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Question: (...) how do you see formalized education fitting into a level of 
consciousness specifically in the black community? 

We saw a need to formalize - to make education somewhat formal because we 
don't believe that the haphazard kind of learning necessarily will bring 
about the best results. So we also saw that the so-called halls of learning 
and education just miseducate and they drive us out or else they dick us 
out. They did me both ways. But - so what we have to do, we have to do, we 
have to structure an educational institution. We just direct it when we 
called it our ideological institute, and so far we have about fifty 
students. I teach the class about once a week. And these students are very 
- well, may I say, unique students. (...) they are from the upper lower 
class or the lower lower class (...). they are now dealing with dialectics, 
they are dealing with science. (...) And they are learning because thy think 
that it's relevant to them now. And they were related back into the 
community and they'll see the need for programs, such as our survival 
program. It's very practical. So we think we have integrated a reformed 
revolution (...)

Playboy: Only a couple of years ago, one could hardly pick up a newspaper 
or watch a newscast without learning of some new outburst from or about the 
Black Panther Party. The Panthers were talking „off the pig” and armed 
revolution, and J. Edgar Hoover denounced the party as „the greatest threat 
to the internal security of this country". Yet today one reads very little 
about the Panthers in the national press. Are the Black Panthers dead - or 
just lying down? 

Newton: We are neither dead nor lying down. We are becoming better 
established in our own community - and hence potentially more powerful - 
than ever. As for the white press not telling our story, that shouldn't 
surprise you. It's only interested in sensationalism - and we were, in the 
early days sensational. 

(...) 

Playboy: (...) The Party once seemingly dedicated to radicalism and 
violence, is now said to be forming coalitions with the black church, with 
white peace groups, even withe the Democratic Party. And Huey P. Newton, 
whom Bobby Seale once called „the baddest motherfucker that ever set foot 
in history", has been talking electoral politics.(... )

Newton: We have run candidates for mayor and the Oakland city council, 
because we feel that we can use it as a forum from which to organize the 
people. We also believe that we can bring about certain practical changes 
by assuming administrative offices in the name of the people.

And it really 
entertained the white radicals. Blacks had used motherfucker for a long 
time, in its proper place. But whites? Maybe it was their way of attacking 
their own rigid Anglo-Saxon culture. (...) So we drew more and more white 
radicals and street people. But we alienated the whole black community and 
we got kicked out of the churches. The black community wouldn't bring their 
children to our rallies. So we ended up with 90 percent whites and ten 
percent blacks at the rallies. And we had lost the people we were trying to 
mobilize, (...) .

Newton: (...) I think that ultimately it (achievement of our revolutionary 
goals) will be through armed violence, because the American ruling circle 
will not give up without a bitter struggle.

different. White women talk about getting equal jobs, equal pay, and not 
being kept in the home as housewives. But black women have always been the 
breadwinners. Most of us are from matriarchal families. I'm an exception; 
my mother never worked and my father was a very strong figure in our home. 
He was what I'd call a benevolent tyrant.

NEWTON: As technology develops, you're getting anew class of people who are 
unemployed, or only seasonally employed, or unemployable. If that trend 
continues, this class may eventually constitute a majority of the people. I 
think it's this class that will ultimately carry the banner of revolution.

PLAYBOY: What are the Panthers doing to develop this new revolutionary 
class? 

NEWTON: (...) we were instrumental in forming a welfare-rights group in 
Oakland. (...)

Newton: That's why black women today would like to think of a time when 
they can stay home and raise their families. They try to get a strong 
masculine man who can protect them. It is hard for black women to get 
involved in the white women's liberation movement.

Playboy: How do black women feel about the Panthers? 

Newton: It just happens that in the party, women hold more official 
positions than men do - and also higher offices, in general. All of which 
gets the black male pretty upset. There's no black male superiority 
complex, as you have with the white male. Really it's because of an 
inferiority complex that he feels threatened, because the woman in his 
house is always the master, anyway, and he wants to cut the cord. So we get 
some disagreements in the party about women holding more of the positions; 
some of the brothers don't like it. 

(...) 

Newton: (...) He (Cleaver in Algiers) also insisted that David Hilliard and 
others in the party were scheming to kill me, that it was unsafe for me 
here. 

Playboy: He wanted you to go to Algiers and ask for political asylum? 
Newton: Yes He kept repeating, „You can't win a trial. You don't need a 
court thing - you need an armed-struggle thing".(...) 

(...) I set up a conversation between the two of us on the Jim Dunbar show, 
which is a top TV program in the morning on channel seven in San 
Francisco.(...) 

(...) his ( Cleavers) opening statement: "I'm splitting the party down the 
middle and if you don't purge David Hilliard and some others, then you are 
purged also". (...) 

(...)he went on to say these guys were revisionists, that they were ruining 
the party because they were turning it into a breakfast for-children 
program and a health-clinic program, whereas a revolution is armed 
violence, (...)

Newton: I think Eldridge is so insecure that he has to assert his 
masculinity by destroying those he respects. It's very dangerous to become 
a friend of his, because he'll try to destroy him. It's a very self¬ 
destructive thing; he probably hates himself very much. I think Eldridge 
has to be understood as a disturbed personality rather than as a serious 
political problem. (...) Baldwin is a homosexual, and Eldridge fins it 
necessary to make a vicious attack upon him for this reason. It has always 
struck me that a male who goes out of his way to attack another male 
because of his sexual relations must have a psychological fear that he, 
too, might not be so masculine.(...) 

(...)When I was in prison, I quickly learned that guys who would come in 
with many counts of rape ended up as homosexuals a large percentage of the 
time. (...) I think the gun was a substitute for his penis; he called it 



his „rod". That's what the party meant to him: a masculine kind of 
demonstration that he needed in order to reinforce his very shaky sexual 
identity. 

(...) 

Newton: (...) He also said that he has practiced on black women in order to 
get to the real woman - the white woman. That statement says an awful lot 
about his attitude toward black women, that they're something to be 
practiced on. You know, most blacks didn't like that book at all. (...) 

We met Baldwin shortly after he returned from Turkey, I guess in 1966 or 
the early part of '67. (...) Baldwin just walked over to him and embraced 

him around the waist. And Eldridge leaned down from his full height and 
engaged Baldwin in a long passionate French kiss. They kissed each other on 
the mouth for a long time. When we left, Eldridge kept saying, „Don't tell 
anyone. " I said all right and I kept my word - until now.

Placing as much emphasis on the weapon as he did made the black community 
afraid of us. You can't organize any one who's afraid of you. Even though 
they respected our posture, they weren't about to help us in building any 
urban guerrilla activity. And when we found ourselves allied with white 
radicals - who were alienated from society in general and from the white 
community in particular - the black community didn't understand it. They 
viewed it as the white's taking over the party; we were talking a language 
they didn't understand or respect. (...) 

Playboy: Didn't you realize at the time that wearing guns, dressing in 
black uniforms and talking violence was alienating the community? 

NEWTON: I knew it after I got into prison. 

PLAYBOY: Did you try to do something about it? 

NEWTON: Yes, but I was outvoted. Before I went in, our police-alert 
patrols, even though they were armed, were actually working to organize the 
community. At one point, we had a broad cross section of the black 
community supporting us across the country. Our patrols were respected. 
Remember that when we started in 1966, we called ourselves the Black 
Panther Party for Self-Defense. But then we adopted an aggressive, off-the- 
pig posture instead of a defensive one, and the community wasn't ready for 
that. We kept accelerating it as the press jumped on it, because it was 
sensational. And the more publicity we got, the more we set ourselves up 
for shoot-outs with the police, until finally the blacks were afraid to 
have us in the community. (...) 


PLAYBOY: Do you think that because of this build-up of fear. Cleaver's 
leadership was ultimately responsible for the murders of several young 
Panthers - Fred Hampton and others in Chicago, for example? 

NEWTON: Yes, yes. I think that Aldridge's rhetoric allowed the police to 
attack us and murder many of our members without a great community protest 
in most cases. If we had had an organized people, and the same police 
attacks and murders had taken place, the police wouldn't have been able to 
get away with it. 

(...) 

NEWTON: They (Communist Party) are not a very revolutionary group. They 
don't do anything. (...) Their ideology is foreign. They're so connected up 
with Moscow they have no relationship with What's going on here. The best 
thing they can be used for is defense funds. They have a good apparatus for 
raising money, and they know how to do it. Their officials have a lot of 
money. Everyone I've met is pretty well off, very middle-class, you know? 
(...) 

PLAYBOY: In deciding on a new direction for the party after you got out of 
prison, did you consider the possibility of going underground? 

NEWTON: Underground! That's funny. You go underground when you're buried. 
After we get underground, then what? Guerrilla warfare? Then you make the 
same mistake that we made by alienating ourselves from the community. 

They'd be terrified. We have to organize and mobilize the masses, because 
that's our support. And you can't do it by the underground method. 



PLAYBOY: The Weathermen tried to operate underground. Do you think they 
made any contribution to the revolutionary movement? 

NEWTON: I can't really see it. I try very hard to, but I can't see the 
contribution - only the negative aspects of terrifying a lot of workers and 
central-city dwellers.

NEWTON: (...) I think that when terrorism is disciplined and directed, it 
sometimes serves a positive purpose. (,..)I don't make a blanket 
condemnation of terrorism. (...)

PLAYBOY: So you would feel no hesitation about using violence as a tool, 
even to the point of killing people, provided it advanced your movement or 
your principles? 

NEWTON: That's right

These are the 
unemployables, the Blacks, Browns and poor whites who have no choice, no 
real alternative to partake of the good things in life unless by ripping 
off the system They may have no political consciousness, but their attack 
upon the property system, motivated as it is by the institutionalization of 
unemployment and underemployment under capitalism is in sense political. 

It threatens, at least tangentially, the system of power and privilege in 
this country, a system based on private ownership of the means of 
production.

Newton's attorney: Michael Kennedy, co-counsel: Paul Harris 
„Jury found Newton not guilty of the main charge - assault with a deadly 
weapon. The jury did convict Huey of two counts of being and ex-felon in 
possession of two guns (convictions which should be reversed on appeal).

Apart from the accepted and obvious feelings of alienation of 
being a party member and all those stigmas attached to that and the very 
real sense of family separation, we must also undergo a type of alienation 
from our sex. We Black Panther women who don't like to go out, who don't 
like to receive flowers , who don't want to spend time alone with a person 
unless we are in bed, or who are supposed to be available for those late 
night runs, can become lost. (...) long term rumors that Panther women are 
really robots or some type of Black humanoid. The abuse and the misuse of 
women by the males in the party has almost totally discouraged me. 

JONINA to HUEY on WOMEN: (10.8.1977) (...) dual pain of being a Black woman 

in America. (.. .)It bothers me that there are a few brothers who seem 
unable to carry on a conversation with me once I explain that I am not 
interested in going to bed with them. (...)The bottom line is that 
chauvinism exists in our Party to the extent that it does because we 
tolerate it. (...)In the interests of our Party, I believe that a body of 
comrades should be designated to provide direction to men and women Party 
members who choose to have relationships outside the Party. (Outside 
relationship could be „nonproductive", „draw sister away from the 
Party") (...) the Party can be the vanguard in this area just as we are in 
so many other areas. (...) I was particularly moved when you began by 
talking about the loneliness experienced by people on the left. 

ARLENE ClARK (programs cadre) to HUEY on SISTERS HAVING OUTSIDE 
RELATIONSHIPS WITH MEN: (8.9.1977) I like the policy, (...) (but) I think 
sisters should be allowed to go out with men who work hard with the party, 
to provide them with some kind of woman friendship. (...) I don't believe 
it is selfish not let us go out with men off of the streets. Trying to pull 
a man of off the streets would be difficult. He would not come around 
because of the work not unless he was a real man. He would probably end up 
getting jealous and influence her to come with him or just leave (...). 
(...)I think sisters who don't have any children should be able to have 
one. (...) I know it is selfish (...).If 10 women got pregnant slow down 
the work, but maybe if two got pregnant at a time? (Concerning birth 
control memo?) 

MELVIN DICKSON and AMAR CASEY to HUEY on PERSONAL PARTY AND COMMUNITY 
RELATIONSHIPS: (12.8.1977) asking for guidelines and control for members 
having a outside party relationship 

JOAN to HUEY: „our family". 

? To HUEY? PARTYCRITIC: (1.5.1979) (...) no serious study of our party 

ideology. (...) leadership becomes separated from our party body as is the 
case now (...) proposing financial reorganization, (...) in 1974, the field 
intake was approximately $5 to $7 thousand dollars a day. At that point in 
time, the can and ticket operation was a good program. Today we estimate no 
more than $500 weekly is coming through this source. (...) Many practical 
suggestions have been forwarded such as a college campus film series, teen 
dances, a business advertisement booklet, film rental service (or our 
films),etc. (...)yet we still depend on the unproductive, demoralizing and 
low yield solicitor method. (...)

I mean I'll 
take the token yes, yes...but still reparations in blood. However they've 
never thought to offer me any appeasement. Ever before. Even tho[ugh] I 
tried to make them think it would work. Heavy Drama around here all the 
time, hidden stake-outs, rats on the tier, doors being opened accidentally 
etc. We have complete control of the convicts however. 

Next time sweet Elaine Brown is in town send her to your comrade. I have 
questions - then I want to squeeze her. A couple of times. 

Thanks comrade" (n.d.) 

„ (...) These pigs - I hate them - they're punks really. Creampuffs with 
pistols. They lied about the fight when they forced me into the back 
hallway where movement was unrestricted I thought the punk were going to 
let me beat all of them. Next time I will, I promise. Someone will get 
killed, several perhaps I wasn't in good form. And my feet as you know have 
gone bad (...) from (...) state shoes. I'll do better next time, I swear.

Huey P. Newton, shy and bookish, never quite fit his manufactured 
macho image, and the little guns-and-leather army he created has shrunk to 
150 or so mostly nonviolent souls during his long disappearances into 
prison, exile and - some intimates say - cocaine. But last week, after the 
latest of their enforced separations, the self-ordained Supreme Servant of 
the People and his heirs decided to try one more time, Newton, 35, weary of 
three years living on the [run] in Cuba, headed home for Oakland to 
surrender to the law on a murder charge - and so he hopes, to reclaim the 
leadership not the Panther revolution.(...)But Newton has become an 
icon, (...) while Brown runs the show - and, insiders say, ambivalently 
awaits Huey's return. (...) the old breakfast for children have blossomed 
into a garden of services: free food, free legal aid, free roach and rat 
control, a volunteer clinic, an admired elementary school, a guard detail 
to escort old people to and from their banks on social security day."
